tion of the resolution would alienate 
the south from the republican party.

Representative 
Tinkham later announced he would 
attempt to bring up his resolution 
when the apportionment bill comes 
before the house.

Washington, December 17.—Con- 
gressional leaders ~~ decided today 
that the way out of the maze of 
farmer relief bills was enactment 
of an emergency tariff to run for 
one year and to act as an embargo 
Against importations.

This is a Christmas story of a 
merry private and a private stock; 
of a major who plays a major role 
because he didn’t’ guard his house 
and had to use the guardhouse for 
a private who found the private 
stock: it has two sad endings; both 
too sad. The writer doesn’t vouch 
for it; neither does the editor;

He had, no 
doubt, a calendar prominently dis- 
played in his quarters, and a glance 
at that calendar a few days ago 
warned the major that Yuletide ap- 
proached. Adorning himself with 
his thirstiest wniform, he set about 
to find the wherewithal to make a 
merry Christmas merrier, and, being 
a good major, as we have said, he 
found what he sought. 

Then, as the story goes, as stories 
will, the major stored his several 
well filled bottles in his quarters, 
against that day of merriment when 
Kris Kringle’s visit will be  o’er 
and wintry blasts will be needing 
counter irritants, taken internally 
through smilingly-smacked lips. 

There might have been—who 
knows ?—visions of the old and love- 
able egg-nog, that delectable potion 
for which hens were originally cre- 
ated. Fizzes, flips, cocktails, horses’ 
necks, snifters just-so, and drams 
be-chased’ with water—all these, no 
Goubt, passed sweetly as the tread 
of elfin feet before the happy vision 
of the man who had stocked his reg- 
ulation army cellar. 

Here’s where the private gets his. 
He gets his, because he got his. Two 
quarts, it is said, and the stuff, be- 
ing properly potent, put that pri- 
vate in such a state as to make him 
cpen to suspicion, and the major 
discovered that the private 
stocked himself on a major portion 
of the major’s private stock. So it 
was the guardhouse for the private. 

Now there is a dilemma and the 
story must remain unfinished. The 
major hasn't decided what arges

A. Boykin Friday afternoon refused 
to appear before the special coun- 
cil committee in charge of the probe 
of the Atl&nta police department. 
Solicitor Boykin was requested by 
Chairman Hatcher Thursday night 
to appear before the city council in- 
vestigating committee before that 
body rendered its Verdict, but the 
former was unable to accept to at- 
tend that evening. ‘Hearing of the 
action of the committee, the grand 
jury passed upon the question Fri- 
day morning and addressed a com- 
munication to Mr. Boykin, stating 
that in its opinion “it’ would tend 
to embarrass you in handling cer- 
tain cases now being considered by 
the grand jury.” This letter, in 


full, is as follows: 
Letter of Grand Jury- 


“Upon careful consideration it 
is the mature judgment of the 
grand jury that it would not be 
in the interest of justice and 
public policy for you to appear 
before the committee conducting 
a public investigation of the At- 
lanta police department. It 
would tend to embarrass you in 
handling certain cases now be- 
ing considered by the grand 
jury.” 

Mr. Boykin sent Mr. Hatcher a 
copy of-the above resolution and a 
letter in which he stated he would 
“like very much to appear before 
the committee, believing I could be 
of material aid,” but that, out of 
respect for the judgment of the 
grand jury as well as his own con- 
viction that divulging the informa- 
tion which the committee would de- 
dire at this particular time would 
impair the work “which he is now 
trying to accomplish, through the 
grand jury, he would be forced to 
decline their invitation. 

The solicitor general also called 
attention to the fact that the grand 
jury is in continuous sessions, both 
in the mornings and afternoons, and 
this left him no opportunity at the 
present time for other matters.

Washington, Deeember 17.—The 
difficulties of prohibition enforce- 
ment under the present wide dis- 
tribution of stored liquors were laid 
before the house ways and means 
committee today by Prohibition 
Commissioner Kramer, who appealed 
for legislation designed to concen- 
trate the stocks in a few gov- 
ernment controlled warehouses. 

Mr. Kramer said there were ap- 
proximately 40,000,000 gallons of 
liquor scattered over the country 
and that it was “leaking” away at 
an alarming rate, He declared that 
if the withdrawals from bonded 
warehouses except for legitimate 
purposes could be effectually stop- 
ped the supply would last for “prob- 
ably fifteen years,” but that at the 
present rate of withdrawal these 
stocks might not last longer than 
two years. He added his belief that 


the bureau “was holding its own” 
in combating any growth of illicit 
distilling. 

Chairman Fordney asked the com- 
missioner if he did not think “that 
the cheapest way out for the tax- 
payer is to throw open these stocks 
of liquor and let the topers have 
one good long drunk.”

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DORMANT POWER. 

A bulletin published by the So- 
‘clety for Electrical Development, 
New York, tells of plans that have 
been completed for the construc- 
tion of the longest dam in the 
world at Priest Rapids, on the 
Columbia river, in the state of 
Washington. 

It is to be a mile and a half 
long, which is longer than the fa- 
mous Assouan dam in Egypt; and, 
when completed, the project of 
which it is the chief item, cost- 
ing $150,000,000, contemplates the 
largest hydro-electric develop- 
‘ment of any water power in the 
United States, with the exception 
of those at Niagara Falls and on 
“the St. Lawrence. 

But electric current generation 
is not the sole purpose of this 
great development, for it will 
provide the means whereby more 
-than 50,000 acres of semi-arid 
agricultural land along the river 
for twenty miles from the dam 
will be reclaimed with water that 
otherwise would continue to run, 
‘wasted, into the sea, as it has 
been doing for ages. 

As the bulletin states it, “the 
installation of this immense en- 
terprise in the far northwest by 
eastern electrical men gives prom- 
ise of the conversion of isolated 
waste land into a teeming indus- 
trial and agricultural garden”’— 
the invariable effect of water 
power development anywhere! 

“The Columbia river,” says the 
authority mentioned— 

‘is now navigable for river steam- 
‘rs and barges from the ocean to 
‘the foot of Priest Rapids. With 
‘he installation of locks and the 
removal of some minor difficulties, 
avigAtion will be extended, 130 
miles farther up the river. The 
lam will. be located 14 miles below 


Reverly, where a transcontinental 


railroad line crosses the river. This 
will give Priest Rapids freight serv- 
ice to any part of the world and 
open up eastern Washington, which 
‘tong has been one of the desolate 
*spots of the country, to the indus- 
try of the world. ‘The dam will be 
90 feet high and will create a lake 
ene and a half miles wide and nine 
rites long.” 

Substituting “Chattahoochee” 
for “Columbia,” for “Priest 
Rapids,” “Columbus,” in the first 
instance of its use, and “Atlanta” 
in the second, and “Georgia” for 
“Eastern Washington,” what a 
striking similarity there is be- 
‘tween the description of this great 
project that*has been started, and 
the Chattahoochee development of 
which so much has been said and 
written, but toward the mate- 
rialization of which nothing has 
‘been done!

FARMS AND FOREIGNERS.’ 
One of the major economic prab- 
lems confronting this country to- 
day is that having to do with the 
farm labor situation. ” 

Commenting editorially upon 
Secretary of Agriculture Mere- 
dith’s annual rep@rt to congress, 
The New York Herald, while com- 
mending the report in the main, 
suggests that “for a permanent 
remedy for the labor shortage on 
the farms we shall have to turn 
to something which Secretary 
Meredith does not suggest;” and 
that “something,” The Herald be- 
lieves,- “is the admission of that 
class of immigrants from the 
northern countries of Europe 
which has proved itself of: won- 
derful value in American agricul 
ture.” 

The head of the department of 
agriculture cites in his report sta- 
tistics showing that 100 years ago 
87 per cent of all American labor 
was employed on the farm, which 
percentage was reduced to 77 in 
1840, and in 1870 to 47. In 1890 it 
was 39, and now, although the 
census figures have not been com- 
piled, it is probably true that not 
more than 30 per cent of. the 
country’s “labor power” is em- 
ployed in agriculture. 

Secretary Meredith argues that 
this gradual decrease in percent- 
age of farm-employed labor was 
natural enough, for, as he ex- 
presses it— 

“Increased efficiency in farming 
operations, resulting from the use 
ef new and better machinery and 
the application of scientific knowl- 
edge, has consistently lowered the 
demand for labor in certain kinds 
of farm work.” 

Also, he says— 

“the increased standards of living 
of ths American people as a whole 
have caused a great expansion of 
all industries centering in cities; 
and the industrial bid for workers, 
accelerated by conditions during 
and immediately following the war, 
has been a strong magnet exert- 
ing a pull upon workers in agri- 
culture.” , 
But fixing the cause does not 
alter the fact that the decrease in 
the number of farm workers has 
been greater by far than the nat- 
ural conditions have warranted, 
and that today there is a real 
shortage of farm labor, which pre- 
gents a really serious problem. 
The country cannot. survive 
without farms, and plenty of them 
—farms that are amply manned 
and productive. 
Secretary Meredith emphasizes 
that fact, declaring that “when 
American agriculture begins to 
lose ground the political stability 
of the nation is endangered.” 
How, then, to adequately man 
the farms that have become so 
depleted from one cause or an- 
other—it matters not so much 
what it is—is the main question. 

Naturally, the present readjust- 
ment of the urban industries will 
result in the return of a certain 
portion of the former quota of 
farm labor to the farm; but that 
will probably be only temporary, 
for when business gets back to its 
former status the factories’ de- 
mand for labor will again increase, 
and, as The Herald sees it, “we | 
shall see the young men again | 
leaving the plow for the bench.” 
| Therefore, for a permanent so- 
lution of the farm labor probiem ' 
we must look elsewhere than to 
our American cities.

APPLES AND HONOR. 
Widespread attention is being 
attached to an experiment of the 
so-called “honor system” of sell- 
ing apples that is in operation in 
the University of Illinois, whereby 
the apples are displayed, without 
guard, the student taking an apple 
and depositing a nickel in a box in 
exchange for it. 

Although the plan has been in 
operation for several weeks and an 
average of thirty barrels a week 
are thus being disposed of, the uni- 
versity management reports that 
it “has not lost a cent.” 

And yet there is nothing sur- 
prising in the fact that no student 
has taken an apple without paying 
for it, for the simple reason that 
boys and men and women and 
girls are naturally honest. 

In many cities newspapers are 
dispensed under that same system. 
The papers are left piled on a 
street corner stand, with the price 
displayed where. the’ § passer-by 
may see it; and whoever wants to 
buy a paper lras only to select the 
one he wants, deposit the price, 
and walk on.

MANAGEMENT OF CATARACT. 

Elderly persons developing cata- 
ract may have lost most of thelr 
keenness of perception for objects 
at a little distance from the eyes 
long before they themselves become 
aware of the fact. They notice 
rather an increasing difficulty in 
reading. They cannot find glasses 
which give clear vision of ordinary 


print, and if they read considerably 
in spite of the poor light, they are 
likely to suffer with headaches, 
watery eyes and other manifesta- 
tions of eyestrain. In some in- 
stances, a lamp or other bright ob- 
ject appears double or triple. 
Rather characteristic of cataract is 
the capacity to see better in a dil- 
minished light than in a bright 
light and dazzling of the eyes by 
sunlight. 


When a diagnosis of cataract 
(which can be positively arrived at 
only by examination of the interior 
of the eye by the ophthalmoscope) 
is made in the early or incomplete 
stage the oculist should carefully 


correct the defect or sight as near- 
ly as possible witn glasses, and the 
family. physician should look after 
the general conditions which have 
considerable to do with the out- 
come. Usually it is advisable to re- 
Strict the hours of close work or 
reading, and to insist upon ° fre- 
quent eye rests—interruptions of 
all near use of the eyes for half an 
The statc of the skin and 
kidneys must be kept active and 
the patient must have sufficient 
outdoor air. Nothing retards or op- 
poses the increase of cataract more

than the wholesome, health-con- 
serving habit of a daily constitu- 
tional. If bright sunshine dazzles 
the eyes, smoked glasses may be 
worn. It must be remembered that 
many persons with cataract attain 
ripe old age without ever suffering 
insuperable impairment of vision, 
and although no one has found a 
method -.of treatment which will 
cure or absorb cataract, internal 
medication to fit the individual re- 
quirements and eye lotions in cer- 
tain cases do belp to prevent fur- 
ther loss of vision and apparently 
to bring about considerable im- 
provement in some cases. I refer to 
no particular remedies; it is for 
the oculist and physician to select 
whatever remedies the conditions 
may call for. 


Persons with cataract should re- 
port to the oculist regularly twice a 
year for eye examination. Fre- 
quent change of glasses is required 
in most cases. 

Operation is performed, usually, 
under local anesthesia and is prac- 
tically painless. It lasts but a few 
minutes, though the patient is kept 


under after-treatment for several 
weeks until healing is complete. In 
about half the cases a slight sec- 
ondary operation as necessary in or- 
der to bring about the clearest pos- 
sible vision. Of course a focusing 
apparatus (glasses) equal in focus- 
ing power with the degenerated 
lens removed must be worn by the 
patient for good vision: The opera- 
tion is a success, restoring very 
useful vision in most cases. Now 
and then, even in the most skillful 
hands, inflammation follows, and 
the operation proves a failure.

Cotton Manufacturers 
Say South Carolina 
Senator Went Wild

Editor Constitution: Yesterday’s 
Constitution carried a news item 
based on a speech of Senator Smith, 
of South Carolina,+made in the sen- 


ate on the 15th instant headed, “Mill 
Profits \Up as Cotton Drops.” 


On account of the fact that so 
many people will accept without 


question or investigation any state- | 


ment made by .so prominent a 
Statesman as Senator Smith and 
carried in so reliable a paper as 
The Constitution, andinview of the 
fact that figures used by Senator 
Smith are so at variance with the 
actual facts, and further in view 
of the great harm such statements 
can do’ by causing an antagonistic 
feeling toward southern cotton mills 
by their, employees andthe farmers 
of the south who are not posted 
as to the prices received by mills 
at this time for their goods, I feel 
that attention should be called to 
the inaccuracies of some of the 
senator's statements. 


He is quoted as saying that mills 
are in position to make greater 
profits now with their production 
cut 331-3 per cent than during the 


recent ways of 40c cotton. First, 
the average curtailment of southern 
mills is nearer 50 per cent than 
331-3 per cent. If profits were 
possible does it look reasonable to 
voluntarily cut them in half? Be- 
sides finding it necessary to curtail 
operations about 50 per cent (and 
the curtailment would be greater 
were it not for the necessity of 
giving out employees work) we are 
stocking at a heavy carrying ex- 
pense a large part of our 50 per 
cent production because there is no 
market for it and has not been 
for the past six months. 

Senator Smith said that cotton 
had declined 200 per cent while the 
prices received by the mills for fin- 
ished goods had fallen only 331-3 
per cent. Had cotton declined 200 
per cent from the price he quotes, 
40c, the farmers would be paying 
buyers about 40 cents per pound 
to take it off their hands. 

Using 40c as the average high 
pricé at which any considerable 
quantity of cotton was sold and 
using 15c as the average low price 
at which any considerable quantity 
of good eotton has changed hands, 
we find a decline of 621-2 per cent 
in cotton, 

Now as to the statement that fin- 
ished products had fallen only 331-3 
per cent, we call attention to quo- 
tations of standard cotton goods as 
published in The New York Jour- 
nal of Commer¢e on December 14, 
1919, and the same date in 1920. 
Standard 30-inch drills were quoted 
at 3le per yard on December 14 
1919, and there was an eager buy- 
er for every available yard. The 
quotation for the same date in 1920 
for the Same goods was 101-2c per 
yard and nobody wants it at that 
price. There we have a decline of 
66 1-8 per cent or 100 per cent more 
than the senator states. A great 
many lines of cotton goods show an 
even greater decline. 

Experienced cotton mill men will 
agree that their most profitable 
years have been high ’ price cotton 
years. In the fall of 1909 a large 
number of southern cotton mill rep- 
resentatives got together to try. to 
devise a plan to boost the then pre- 
vailing low price of cotton. This 
fall the cotton manufacturers of 
Georgia early in the fall adopted a 
resolution urging farmers to hold 
their cotton for better prices and 
wherever jt was possible the mills 
offered their available warehouse 
space for storage and in a number 
of cases made advances on the cot- 
ton. The South Carolina association 
later passed a simiar resoution. _ 

The present world-wide economic 
condition is responsible for the low 
price of cotton and the blame can-

AGENT, IS GRILLED 
AT FEDERAL PRISON 


Robert Fay, the famous German 
spy whose activities during the war

Chicago, December 17.— Even 
though it became known that Jack 
Dempsey, heavyweight champion, 
had consulted an ear specialist at 
Niles, Mich., during the day, Jack on 
his arrival in Chicago Friday night 
said that there was_nothing wrong 
with his left listener.

In Winter Wheat 


And Rye, Report 


Washington, December 17.— 
Smaller acreages have been planted 
to winter wheat and rye this fall 
as compared with a year ago, the 
department of agriculture reported 
today. The condition of the crops 
on December 1 was better than on 
that date a year ago, but was not as 


good as the ten-year awprace con- | 


dition on that date. 


The department did not forecast | 
of | 


production. This year’s crop 
winter wheat amounted to 6580,- 


513,000 bushel sand this fall's acre- | 


age reduction would amount to al- 
most 18,500,000 bushels in produc- 
tion based on the ten-year aver- 


age yield. 

Kansas, the leading producer of 
winter wheat, has planted 2 per 
cent less area than last year; Penn- 
sylvania 6 per cent; Ohio 9 per cent; 
Indiana 10 per cent; Illinois 5 per 
cent, and Nebraska 2 per cent. 

Oklahoma has planted about the 
same acreage this year, while Tex- 
as has increased its acreage 40 per 
cent, and Washington 7 per cent. 

In addition to Texas, increased 
acreage is shown for Georgia 
amounting to 10 per cent, and South 
Car lina 4 per cent. 
the acreage is the same as last 
year, while in Alabama there has 
been a reduction of 22 per cent, 
and in Mississippi it is 47 per cent 
less.

Washington, December 17.—The 
senate “irreconcilables,” with the 
bare exception of Johnsoy, Borah 
and Reed, have capitulated. With 
this one exception, which may be 
eliminated before March 4, the six- 
ty-seventh senate will be a unit, 
with party lines obliterated, for a 
league of nations which will be to 
all intents the same as the present 
pact with the reservations proposed 
by the foreign relations committee at 
the. second term of the sixty-sixth 
| congress. 
| Of new members, Watson, of 
Georgia, alone may dissent and join 
the above triumvirats if thy hold 
out in the face of an overpowering 
tide. 

That information does not carry 
the official tag of the president- 
elect, but republican leaders in 
Washington know that it is true. 
Not only will this nation join the 
league, but no less determined a 
league advocate than either Elihu 
Root or former Justice Hughes wil] 
be premier of the cabinet. That is 
settled. 

This conclusion, reached at the 
unofficial white nouse in Marion, 
was not brought about by any ar- 
guments advanced by either Root 
or Hoover at their recent confer- 
ence with Senator Harding, nor by 
the provision of the republican plat- 
form that advocates a league under
